A general survey of the whole question em- 
phasised beyond question the enormous diffi- 
culties, insuperable so far as the Roman and 
Eastern Churches were concerned, and, con- 
sidering the divded opinion in the Anglican 
Church, not hopeful as regarded the free 
Churches. No doubt a very large section of 
the Anglican Communion would go far to 
meet the vjews of the non-Episcopal Churches, 
but. as that would involve a serious breach 
within their own Communion, it was ques- 
tionable whether any real progress woul ha 
made towards reunion. 


THE CHIEF END. 


The chief end before all Christian work 
was the propagation of Christian principles. 
That seemed to be the first essential, and it 
had hitherto not had sufficient attention called 
to it. 

They in the Free State had a difficult but 
extraordinarily important duty to perform. 
It was to lead the way to the highest unity 
by their consistency and courage. It was 
difficult for them to forsee the future in this 
country, but there was one outstanding fact 
which should be kept before them—that their 
Church was leased upon Reformation prin- 
ciples, and that there could be no faltering in | 
their adherence to them. 

Christian Churches in the past had claimed 
a monopoly of truth, and displayed hate and 

an insane desire for vengeance upon those 
who dissented from their views. If cor- 
porate union were brought about by such 
methods it would destroy the object for 
which all Christian Chirches existed—the pro- 
motion of the spirit of Christ. Taking that 
as their ideal, was it a very vital matter if 
there was diversity of opinion as to how it 
would he realised? But what could be aimed 
at was the practice of the spirit of Christ.

A WORLD-WIDE INFLUENCE. 


Canon Lawrence, of Roscrea, presided over 
a large attendance at the opening of the 75th 
anniversary meetings of the Irish Church 
Missions, held in the Mission Buildings, 
Townsend street, Dublin, last evening. 

The Rev. R. Mercer Wilson, M.A., said 
that he had to deliver a number of warm 
messages of sympathy from people across the 
Irish Sea. (Applause). ' He went on to say 
that the work of the Irish Home Missions 
was much broader than appeared on the sur- 
face, and if it went on extending there would 
be very few parts of the world that would not 
be touched by ite influence. 

A great transformation had taken place in 
the North of Ireland, and there were now 
hundreds and thousands of homes which had 
been transformed by the new spirit of 
Godliness which had come into being. 

Dr. J. J. Long said that the Mission was 
doing good work in Limerick, and he enjoyed 
his work, which was sometimes very con- 
trary. (Laughter). He recalled a number of 
the experiences he had had in Limerick when 
he went about under police protection, but 
now he did not meet with insult, and the 
situation was that if he called a jarvey the 
whole driving fraternity of Limerick answered 
There was a time when he hated the flag 
of the Free State, but now he had come to 
love it, and he and all others of his feelings 
in Limerick had come to respect the tri-colour. 
_ A great deal of damage had been caused 
in Limerick, but decrees had been made in 
most of the claims. 
Limerick, through the hearts of the people, 
a door by means of the medical mission there 
through which the light of God had entered. 
The standard of the Church of Ireland Mis- 
sions was not lowered in Limerick, and much 
good was being done there. (Applause).

Plunket Greene Cup. The cup was given 


some years ago to encourage singers to study 
the interpretation of good songs. It is open 
to any voice, and the test pieces—two songs 
of different character in any language—must 
be chosen by the competitor, The musical 
value of the selection carries a considerable 
proportion of the total marks. The standard 
in this competition has always been high, 
and the number of entries has increased year 
by vear. This year there were more than 
eichty entries, and almost all the entrants 
came forward to compete. The procedure 
adopted was to hear each competitor sing 
one song, and those who had the best marks 
for that one were recalled to sing the other 
song submitted. Even with this shortening 
arrangement, the competition lasted from 
9 o'clock until after 10, with but a brief 
interval. The choice of songs was very 
interesting, and the audience enjoyed a fine 
concert of songs by Brahms, Schubert, 
Schumann, Debussy, Elgar, Bantock, Cyril 
Scott, Rachmaninoff, Grechaninoff, Vaughan 
Williams, and. other modern composers, 
varied by operatic numbers and folk songs. 


ADJUDICATOR’S REMARKS. 

Miss Denne Parker adjudicated, and at 
the conclusion of the competition read her 
notes on the singing of the competitors who 
had been recalled, and her awards of marks. 
To Nos. 12, 20, 34, 42, 70, and 80 she gave 
marks only two or three below the 
90 bar; No. 22 had 91, marks, and 
the winner, No. 46—Mr. Hugo Thompson, a 
Belfast competitor—received 94 marks. Mr. 
Thompson sang “‘is my team ploughing?” 
(A Shropshire Lad) (Butterworth) and “* Shep- 
herd, see thy  horse’s foaming mane’”’ 
(Korbay). He was, said Miss Parker, the one 
person during the afternoon in whose case 
she had sat back feeling that she was going to 
enjov the song. He had sung the “ Shrop- 
shire Lad “ song with intense sympathy. it 
was real interpretation, ‘Lhe second song also 
was very fine—not quité as good as the after- 
noon song; but she had given him 94 marks 
for that also, because “the thing” was 
there. The rendering was fierce, as the music 
required, and the winner was the only “ wild 
Imshman ” she had met in the competition. 
Many of the others: would have done well 
to let themselves go more. On the whole, the 
standard, particularly in the choice of songs, 
was very much to be commended, bat she had 
iclt that some of the competitors would have 
done better to choose simpler songs, more 
within their capacity. Interpretation, as she 
understood it, was putting into the singing 
what they knew of vocal method and what 
the composer intended and the poet put into 
the words. The voice must “ adeguate. 
She had noted faults of intonation on the part 
of many competitors, due, sometimes, no 
doubt, to nervousness. | 

The award was evidently popular and 
approved by the audience, who warmly 
applauded Mr. Thompson when he advanced 
to receive the cup. 


KEEN COMPETITION. 


In the Abbey Theatre Mr. Lloyd Powell was 
engaged from 10.30 till 6 o’clock in hearing 
about eighty competitors in the Junior 
Piano Class. The competition was very keen, 
and the adjudicator’s markings were so close 
that he added to the medal awards a long list 
of competitors who were commended, How 
only a few marks below. The chief faults he 
noted were failure to synchronise the two 
hands and over-pedalling.

DUBLIN CORPORATION 
RESOLUTION. 


A resolution approving of the inauguration 
of a municipal] omnibus service and instruct-

The Corporation 
should not enter into any commercial under-

Senator James Moran believed that , to 
adopt the scheme would be courting disaster. 
They had, he said, as efficient a tramways 
service in Dublin as in any other city. He 
failed to see how an omnibus service in oppo- 
sition to the trams could be a success, 

Senator Mrs. Wyse Power remarked that 
out of the sixty-three members of the Council 
there were only twenty-two or twenty-three 
present. They represented nobody, and they 
would be showing a better civic spirit by 
applying themselves to the work they had in 
hands and leaving the question of a municipal 
omnibus service, which was one of great im- 
portance, to the new Corporation, which 
would be elected in July. s 

Mr. Ignatius Rice, Law Agent, said that, 
even if the resolution were not passed, it 
would not affect the Council’s opposition 
to the lramways Company’s Bill. 


EXECUTION OF LEASE. 


JUDGMENT IN NORTHERN 
CHANCERY ACTION, 


In the Chancery Division, Belfast, yester- 
day, Mr. Jiistice Wilson gave judgment in 
the action brought by Messrs. Hughes, Dick- 
son and Co., Ltd., lfast, against Messrs. 
Bernard’ Hughes, Ltd., Springfield road, Bel- 
fast, for specific performance of a covenant to 
execute a lease of premises at Divis street, 
Beliast, dated 23rd September, 1904, and also 
of.a lease for certain other adjoining premises 
dated 7th September, 1904. 

The plaintiffs, in September, 1904, leased 
certain premises from the defendants for 
twenty-five years at £300 a year, with option 
of perpetual renewal, and in September, 1905, 
leased adjoming premises for twenty-five years 
at, a rent of £355 a year, with a similar option 
as to renewal. hen thé leases expired the 
plaintiffs sought to renew and the defendants 
refused to execute, except at an increased 
rent. The plaintiffs claimed an order direct- 
ing the defendants to execute the leases, 

The defendants admitted the execution of 
the leases, but said that the buildings in ques- 
tion had been demised to certain debenture 
holders in 1894, and that at the date the re- 
newals were asked for the defendants had not 
the power to grant valid leases for the re- 
mainder of the defendants’ interest in the pre- 
mises, and that these facts were known to the 
plaintiffs when the leases were executed. The 
trustee of the debenture holders had refused 
to consent to the granting of the lease, and, 
further, the rents of £300 and £35 were not 
the best rents which could be reasonably 
obtained for the premises. 

His Lordship made the order sought for 
by the plaintiffs, and gave costs against the 
defendants.

BUILDING.

From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Monday. 


The Palace of Engineering is remarkable, 
not only on account of the exhibits displayed, 
but by reason of the structural details of 
the building. It is the largest concrete 
building in the world, and this being the 
centenary year- of the use of concrete for 
building purposes it has been visited by a 
large number of experts in this form of 
structure. It is the opinion of those who 
have inspected it that there is no reason why 
it should not remain in grand repair for a 
hundred years or more. 

The Palace is 950 feet in length and 
775 feet in width, the centre spans being 
75 feet across. The. floor, which cost £2,000, 
consists of concrete to a depth of four inches, 
which has been found of sufficient strength to 
withstand the weight of the many heavy ex- 
hibits.. The building is constructed entirely of 
Ferro-concrete and steel, and is devoid of 
ornamental embellishment. 

Both the building and the exhibits it con- 
tains strike'a note of utility. A wide range is 
covered by the engineering examples ‘shown, 
they vary from tiny ogee of mechanism, 
influenced almost by the weight of a hair, 
to gigantic cranes, with a capacity of many 
tons, and á locomotive of the heaviest type. 
The latter is an extremely popular feature of 
the exhibition. When the King and Queen 
visited the Palace of Engineering they spent 
much time in inspecting the details of the 
locomotive, and other visitors have shown a 
similar attraction towards the stand. Since 
the opening day of the Exhibition there has 
been a constant queue waiting to gain ad- 
mittance to the Driver’s Cabin, which 1s 
always open to visitors, and which has proved 
one of the most popular free entertainments 
at Wembley. The locomotive is not a model, 
but is the .Caerphilly Castle, the latest 
example of Briti locomotive engineering. 
It will be placed on the regular service of 
the Great Western Railway when it leaves 
Wembley. 

Another exhibit which catches the public 
eye is the demonstration given by a diver 
wearing the latest type of diving apparatus. 
He descends into the tank at intervals during 
the day, and always has an admiring audience. 

There is scarcely a trade or industry which 
is not represented in some way in the Palace 
of Engineering, and there are many machines 
of which the ordinary individual has few 
opportunities of inspecting. Among the little 
known machines to the outside world may be 
mentioned a box nailing machine, which forces 
nails into wooden boxes far more expeditiously 
than the operation could be. performed by 
hand. When the complete box is removed 
from one machine it ‘is Em in: another, 
which prints trade marks or advertising 
matter upon it, in one, two, or three colours. 

Then there are the apparatus, for extractin 
molasses fgom sugar, a complete plant o 
wool washing and drying machinery, and 
machinery for bleaching, printing, dyeing and 
finishing cotton fabrics. All these exhibits 
possess attractive features to the ordinary 
visitor, as well as ‘interesting the more 
technical observer who is familiar with the 
processes carried out by the machinery. 

The Electrical Section has been organised 
by the British Electrical and Allied Manufac- 
turers’ Association, and includes apparatus of 
all descriptions. A popular section is that 
devoted to wireless instruments, which vary 
in size from the diminutive crystal set to the 
full equipment of a transmitting and receiv- 
ing station.. 

The Railway Section of the Transport 
Division consists of some of the earliest, as 
well as the most modern, types of locomotive 
and rolling stock, and among other exhibits 
is that of the Great Southern and Western 
and Midland Great WesternRailway Companies 
of Ireland, which has been previously described. 
Most of the big steamship lines, and the 
principal dock and. harbour authorities, con- 
tribute to the Water Transport Section, and 
many fine models and elaborately constructed 

lans are on view, including the fine work- 
ing models showing. the routes between. Dub- 
ling and Liverpool, and Cork and Fishguard, 
shown by the British and Irish Steam Packet 
Company, and the City of Cork Steam Packet 
Company. The Mersey Docks and Harbour 
Board has a fine working model of the port 
and the facilities it aords, while the Port 
of Bristol is well indicated by a well-designed 
model of the docks. 

t of the stands contain such a wide 
variety of exhibits that it has only been 
possible to classify and arrange the different 
sections in a more or less general manner. On 
the stand of Messrs. Siemens Bros., for in- 
stance, there are submarine cables, including 
samples of the New York canso, section of 
the 1923 Trans-Atlantic cable, also of the 
new’ Anglo-Dutch submarine cable, under- 
ground telephone cables, power transmission 
cables for low, high, extra high, and super 
tension, various joints for varying classes of 
cable, electric wires of all descriptions, tele- 
phone apparatus, including a fifty line auto- 
matic switchboard, which. is exhibited in 
operation; telephone apparatus for mines and 
ships’ temperature, recorders optical instru- 
ments, anu many varieties of wireless broad- 
cast receiving apparatus. 


This stand is quite an extensive exhibition 
in itself; and there are many other to which 
the same remark can apply. i 

To the expert and the casual observer the 
Palace of Engineering is alike attractive, Side 
by side with the most ordinary appliance in 
qveupaiay use may, be. seen huge and elaborate 
machinery, which has an educational.

THE TOWN TENANTS BILL.

Str ,—‘* Fools build houses for wise men to 
live, in’’ never applied more forcibly than to 
Ireland, should Captain Redmond's House 
Piracy Bill become law. But in that 
eventuality there will be no such fools in this 
country; for who would be so stupid as to 
spend his money erecting houses in order that 
he might make presents of them to teriants? 
The bill proposes that the occupier of a house 
shall have the right to sell his interest in the 
—- and ‘‘ generously’’ provides that the 
andlord may purchase this interest. In this 
comic opera country of ours this is the most 
laughable suggestion yet made by a reputedly 
sane individual. The whole thing would be a 
huge joke were it not so tragic in its 
Bolsehevist consequences. What of the widows 
and orphans whose only means of support is 
the rents received from houses in which their 
all is locked up, and of the struggling, thrifty 
persons who put their hard-earned savings in 
house property? | 

This Communist measure proposes to hand 
over, the jandlord's property to the tenant 
because, forsooth, the tenant has paid a 
certain number of years’ rent. for the property. 
It takes no stock, of course, of the use and 
enjoyment the tenant has had of the landlord's 
property and his capital invested therein. 
One might as well argue that the man who 
has been dealing with a shopkeeper for a 
number of years has a right to a share in the 
business or profits of the shopkeeper because 
of the money he paid him for his goods; or 
that the employer who has paid wages to his 
employé for twenty years is entitled to free 
service from the employé for the rest of his 
life. ‘The bill is of a character calculated to 
ruin the building and allied trades and to 
snatch the bread and butter from the mouths 
of widows, orphans and thrifty citizens of the 
State by dispossessing them oí their hard- 
earned, honest property. The Rent Restric- 
tions Act was harsh and unjustifiable enough 
in all conscience; but the word ‘‘ conscience ”’ 
cannot at all be applied to this Red measure. 
Citizens of Saorstat Eireann are entitled to 
look to the Government for protection from 
such brigandage and to expect that its sanity 
and sense of justice will save them from the 
threatened ruin.—Yours, étc.,

THE PIG INDUSTRY.

Srr,—Some time ago you were kind enough 
to allow me to direct attention to the prices 
paid by the South of Ireland bacon-curets in 
pig markets throughout the twenty-six 
counties as compared with the prices paid in 
all the Ulster markets. This week the differ- 
ence, in prices paid in those markets is even 
more marked. All the newspapers in Ulster 
last week notified that ‘‘ pork was booming,” 
and farmers were paid the following prices :— 
Cavan, 98s. per cwt. ; Cootehill .} Bally- 
connell, 96s. to 98s. per cwt.; Collooney, 98s. 

r cwt.; Dundalk, 98s.; Portadown, 98s. ; 

allymena, 98s.; Coleraine, 98s.; Armagh, 
1068. per cwt, 

‘There’ was no indication in the twenty-six 
counties that “‘ work was booming ’’; for there 
was no increase in price. The following were 
the prices paid in the twenty-six counties by 
the South of Ireland Bacon-Curers’ Associa- 
tion :—Athy, 65s. per ewt., dressed carcase; 
Tullamore, 65s.; Gorey, 65s.; Loughrea, 65s. 
At the bacon factories in Limerick, Cork and 
Waterford the price quoted for suitable bacon 
pigs, delivered on foot into the factories, was 
74s. ‘per cwt. for-dressed carcase, with deduc- 
tions to cover waste of Slb. per pig. . . . 

The farmers in the twenty-six’ counties must 
be asleep to allow this state of affairs to exist. 
The Danish bacon factories are now delivering 
150,000 -sides of cured bacon per week into 
Great Britain, and they are extending: their 
premises so as to increase the shipments to 
200,000 ' sides per week—simply’ because in 
Denmark the farmer controls the pig industry 
under a highly organised co-operative system. 
In Ireland the pig-feeding industry will very 
soon be a forgotten one, simply use the 
Irish farmer will nót apply a little intelligence 
and co-operation to the doing of his own

Sin,—With regard to the action of certain 
tobacco manufacturers in making the with- 
drawal] of Imperial preference on Colonial and 
Indian tobaccos an excuse for increasing their 

rices on’ pressed tobaccos by sixpence per 
b., the following facts. may be of interest to 
smokers generally, and to the smokers of this 
pressed tobacco, the labouring classes, 
et gee 

e amount. of Colonial and Indian tobacco 
used by the Irish manufacturers has been in 
the proportion of one pound to every. fourteen 
unds of American, and for using it the 
overnment has been granting them an allow- 
ance by means of Imperial preference of one 
shilling and fourpence on every pound of 
Colonial and Indian tobacco. so used. That 
meant that on every fifteen pounds of tobacco 
sold the manufacturers netted an ‘average 
profit of sixteen-fifteenths of a penny over 
and above their usual profit in pre-preference 
times. This extra profit they stuck to them- 
selves, as being too small to share with the 
consumers. 

Now, when they see themselves threatened 
with the loss of this small extra profit, they 
put up the price of the labourer’s tobacco, in

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MELANCHOLY SHOOTING 
ACCIDENT. 


DEATH OF WELL-KNOWN 
IRISH JOCKEY, 


A shooting accident resulting in the death of 
Mr. Thomas Moran, the well-known ex- 
steeplechase jockey, occurred at Passage Kast, 
seven miles from Waterford,on Sunday evening. 
Mr. Moran, with a party of friends and his 
little son, went out towards the mouth of the 
River Suir in a hired boat, for the purpose 
of shooting seals. Whilst Mr. Moran s atten- 
tion was temporarily distracted, his little boy, 
aged nine years, began to handle a double 
barrelled gun which lay in the bottom of -the 
boat. The gun went off accidentally and the 
full charge lodged in Mr. Moran's legs, 
making a big wound. The right leg was 
very badly shattered. Mr. Moran lost a great 
quantity of blood. There was considerable 
delay in procuring the services of a doctor. 
When Dr. Jackman, of Waterford, arrived 
he found that Mr. Moran had collapsed and 
was pulseless. Mr. Moran died about three 
hours after the accident. 

Up to fifteen years ago Mr. Moran was one 
of the leading Irish steeplechase jockeys. He 
also rode in Austria and in England. His 
best Irish win was on Tipperary Boy, the 
property of Mr. Trahorne Holmes, in the Gal- 
way Plate in 1901.

STATES PROTECTION 
EXPERIMENT.
